By the above 1 Statement, it appears that for the

Difference was 88. 43d. which incontrovertibly proves that the 
Operation of the MILL produced a Saving of 35. 4d. upon every 
Sack of Flour conſumed in the London Market ; and eſtimating 
the Conſumption at 20,000 Sacks per Week, or 1,040,000 per 
Year; the annual Saving, taking the average Difference at 3s. 4d. 
has been 173,3331- which amounts, for the Five Years, to the 
Sum of 866, 66 5l. actually ſaved to the Inhabitants of this Town 
and Neighbourhood, within that Time. This affords an Argu- 
ment in Favour of the Utility of the MiLLs to the Public, which 


will admit of no Reply. 


It may, perhaps, be alleged, that the above Difference of 
3s. 4d. per Sack, aroſe not from the decreaſed Price of Flour, but 
from the advanced Price of Wheat, and that the Advance was 
owing to the Working of the ALBton Mr. This Poſition 
ſeems, by no Means, warranted by the above Statement, in which 
it appears that the Average of Wheat in the laſt Five Years, is 
very near the ſame with that in any other Five ſucceſſive Years 
in the Period. Admitting, however, for a Moment, the Fact; 
ſtill it cannot be denied, that the Amount of the above Differ- 
ence accrued to the Community ſomewhere ; either to the landed 
Intereſt, by the ſuperior Price obtained for the raw Commodity pro- 
duced ; or to the Commercial, by the diminiſhed Price of the 
Manufafured; which, whether it had its Source in the ſuperior 
Mode of the Manufacture, or in the Moderation of the Manu- 
facturer, is equally an inconteſtible Advantage to the Public at 


large.
